His Governourt Maſon was of late years an apprentice to Mr. 
Tohn Wedge, a Coach-harnefſe-maker at the Dolphin and Hoop 
in Cow-lane, which I ſhould account no.diſgrace, but rather an 
honour, had his ations of courage and valour diſcovered that a 
generous and noble ſqul lodged 'under his mechanicks lea- 
ther apron, but how ſparing of his fleſh and blood , and how 
careful he hath bcen all along the Wars to preſerve his life, 
I have been informed by ſeveral Members of the Army, and 
I have obſerved that they who have fouyht lealt have gained 
moſt; thoſe Officers who have loſt their blood and eſtates, be- 
Ing {till by degrees weeded out of the Army. by an infinua- 
tinz , undermining Generation, who were within theſe twenty 
years the very fcumme of the Nation , and all this under a 
knack and pretence of Reformation and Rehgion. However 
Governour he was, and Captain Richard Yardley a diſcreet,

on to be very ſmall, demanded whether there were all their 
number, and whether their friends had nor increaſed in her 
abſence, reply was made, they were never like to encreaſe as 
long as Mr, Aſhton ſaid in the Ifland , thereupon they vored 
my removal as ſoone as they could effeR ir, and in order 
thereto whiſpered that ſome miſdemeanours ere put in avainſt 
me at Walling ford houſe, E 

Not long afrer, to wit July the'16. laſt , about nine of the 
clock at night, our expetted Governour atriived at Elizabeth 
Caſtle, accompanied with Mr. John Goſaold, Mr. Thomas 
Pennel , Mr. Miller, and Mr. Rutl:dge (Whole principles and 
pra&tiſes follow) news being ſent to Saint Hil/aries next day, 
chat there would bea Sermon in the Caſtle at the opening of 
the Bridge in the afternoon, very many flocked thicher both 
Engliſh and Wflanders to ſee the new Governour, and to heare 
his Chaplain, he courteouſly, and with a ſmiling countenance, 
and very faire words ſaluted the Officers and chief of the 1{lan- 
ders, which put many in a confidence that a ſieet diſpoſition 
lodged under ſo promiſing .a countenance , but fince we have 
had reaſon to recant our errour, and to apply that of the Pſal- 
miſt, Pſal.55.21. The words of his mouth were ſmoother then 
butter, but war was in his heart : his wor.{s were foſter th.noles, 
yet were they drawn ſwords. 

Should I trouble. your Honour with the firing of -thz great 
Guns in the Caſtles, and Parithes for joy of hts arrival, oc; with 
the ſumptuous feaſting of him, I ſhould probably diſcourage 
you 1n reading what follows, I cannot forget thele particu- 
lars, 

1. His party laid 1t as a grofle ſcandal upon us, that we fealted ' 
up and down the lfland, and they in tvo moneths feaſted ar

and drank with, wirneſſe Mr, Bagor a caſheered Jurate , and 
Mr. Hilgrove , who was in armes againſt Colonel Hearne when 
he reduced the Iſland, and Rill hath been che moſt inverertate 
enemy againſt the Engliſh of any man in the Town, as Colo- 
nel Hearne, Colonel Gibbon , and Captaine Yardley alwayes 
found. | 

2. Although Colonel Iaſon reſolved ſpeedily to reduce 
Lieutenant Joſeph Knderwood from the Government of Orguile 
' Caſtle, yet he was graciouſly pleaſed before he did it, to en- 
courage him to feaſt him and his followers , which put him ro 
conſiderable charges. 

Hithertoall ſeems to be quiet and ſerene , but within a few 
dayes Colonel Maſon 'pickes up a ſociety of Engliſh and Iſlan- 
ders, ſuch a pack as no man living can equalize in all the Ifland 
(their names, principles and praiſes tollow) who being his 
privy Councel, he drives on furiouſly. 

1. July the 23. he caſheered Captaine H»ygh Gerhard by 
his ſole power, and charged Lieutenant Joſeph Hnderwoed to 
keep him out of O72g»:1e Caſtle, 

2. Within a few dayes after he caſhered eAthony Reade , an 
old ſouldier, who had adventured his life in Eroland , and an 
eſtate worth fourty or fifty pounds a year , and was a Trooper 
under the valiant Colonel Hearne at the reducing of

. > bon impriſoned them both a conſiderable time,and releaſed 
them by his ſole power, never giving a reaſon of any of theſe 
aGtions, nor calling a Court Martial , which is humbly con- 
ceived to be contrary to the Lawes and Ordinances of 
Warre. 

But alas this is norhin2 to what follows, he begins with the 
ſoulciers but his aime 1s at rhe Officers. 

x. He ſends for Li-urenant- Jo/eph Underwood from his com- 
mand in Org!e Caſtle to Srint Harries Town, a Gentleman 
ingaged in the Wars from the betinning, in defence of the pri- 
vilecges of Parliament, in the capacities of Captain Lieutenant 
of Horſe, Corner, and Liewenant of Foot, in 31] which he had 
been faithful , and adventured his life both in ſeveral enzage= 
ments in E:g/and , 2nd reducing the Iſland of Jerſey , had lo& 
mn the Wars, with H2/land as many goods as coſt him rwo 

hundred 
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hundred & fourſcore pounds,part being taken by the Hollanders- 
and part being caſt away , notyithianding all this, he diſmiſles 
him of his command and Lieutenants place , gives polz{lion 
of the Calile ro brother CMeech, a creature of his own. 
judgement , denies the Lieutenant the liberty to go into the 
Caltle to remove his moneys and goods, or to £o into Eliza- 
beth Caltle, or Saint Ob:as Fort, keeps him in the Ifland as prt- 
ſoner ſeveral weeks, charges him to provide himſelf to go 
out of the Iſland when he went, and not to return without 
his paſs, carries him in the nature of a priſoner to Sr, Malo's 
in Fraxce,and thence to England , promiſes him he would pro- 
cure his Commiſſion renewed for /er/ey, or as good employ- 
ment elſeyhere : but inſtead of this he ops all his arreares ro- 
ſatisfie an old debt due to Major Salwey, and although his wife 
came to London a hundred miles, and ſolicited his favour with 
much diligence, the beſt anſwer ſhe received was, that the was 
engaged to him, that he did not hang her husband, for he de- 
ſerved ir, and it was in his power to hang him ; ina word, the 
poor Gentlewoman having waited and wept a week in Town, 
had wanted moneys to have carried her tro Dorch ftey , being 
denied her husbands expe&ed pay, had not Colonel Maſons 
favourite, Mr. Penrel ſolicited earneſtly. for a monerhs pay, 
which with ſome difficulty he obtained, and when Clonel 1a- 
ſor paid it, he told her he beſtowed it clearly out of charity,for 
her husband was never to have any account of his pay, Th. s he - 
dealr with a faithful and honeſt Lieutenant , never b:inging 
him to any legal trial , though he pettcioned him ſeveral tines 
todoir. 

2, Enſign Joh Cook comes upon the tage, whom I will C6; 
rhat righr as to afhrme, that l verily believe the foundation of 
hatins him was hls relation to Colonel G:440x our late Gover- 
nour, whoſe wife is his Sifter, for I till obſerved when Colonel 
Maſon was pleaſant, he had fil a jeer in picklefor Colo- 
nel Heaze and Colonel Gibbon his more valiant predecefi>rs, 
witneſs the jeer of the old woman in his own lodginzs , too ri- 
diculous to inſert here; this parry plotting how ro out Enſign 
Cook,Brother Meech offers a Collation ro any who woul ' ſwear 
that he was in Colcheſter , but by chance finding no En /:/} 


man who would perjure himſelfe, and payne his ſoul wo an 
: - 
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' Ordinary , John Ef7hoe Articles againſt him, Humphrey Bennet 
and #iliam Bradford having diſcourſed with him abourt the af- 
faires of England ang London ; the charge was, that he told 
them, trading was ſo dead in London, that the fireets were al- 
moſt as empry as St. Hillaries, and thar he kney of the late ri- 
ſing before he came thence, upon this information Colonel 
Maſon ſends for him by John Guppy the Trooper, examines 
him, he confeſſes what was alledzed , Colonel Z1aſor asked 
him why he did not reveal what he knevv, he ſaid he diſcovered 
it to-Colonel G:bbon : notwithſtanding this ſatisfactory anſiver, 
Colonel Haſs makes a warrant to impriſon him cloſely in 
OrguileCaftle, as a murineer, and a dangerous ſedirious perion, 
threatens to-carry him ro Loxdoy, and try him for his life, ſome 
perſwade him he will die toric ; he is forced to give a bond of 
five hundred pounc's,not to adt nor ſpeak againſttheParliament, 
is not ſuffered to wear a ſword,nor to co into either of the Ca- 
files or Fort; zlchough his wife lived in E/;zabeth Caſile , and 
was paſt her accounts end, he was not permicred co-g0 in to 
ſce her, but ſhe muſt either come to the Town , where ſhe 
avas likely to cry our ſeveral times, orelſe they muſt meer on 
a rock to converſe and feed together ,andin fine, at Co!onel 
Maſons coming for Erg/and, Eniigne Cook was affrighted and 
rrepanned out of his employment , laying down for feare of 
death which was threatned, upon condition to have his bond 
cancelled, which Colonel Haſer Gill keeps; this unchriſtian 
dealing brought his wife to that deſperate condition that ſhe 
lay ſeven weeks in child-bed, and eſcaped death with much dif- 
ficulty, although before ſhe was as hearty and fironz, as women 
uſually are in her condition. Ing word, to manife(t Colonel 
Maſons tyranny , and Enfign (vhs innocency in this matter , 
I cannot conceal what one telated ro me from Collonel G ;bbors 
mouth, that he would vindicate his brother, and that his relati- 
on of what he had heard was the greateſt inſight they had of 
the intended inſurreRion, 

3. Sargeant Adams 1s turned out of his Sutlers pface in 0r- 
gnile Caſtle, a woman there pretending he would have forced 
her coming from the market a long rime before , and although 
he peritioned the Governorr ſeveral times to examine ſuch 

+vitneſles as he could produce to cleare his innocency,, yet he

would not do that , but left him to the Civil Law, and promi- 
ſed him a Troopers place , but inftead of the hopes of the 
Court and the 1 roopers place, Colonel -2-ſen at his coming 
for F-g az, left an order with the Baily nor to permit him to 
have any juſtice in che Court, bur ſpeedily to baniſh him our 
ot che Iiland. This A.iams 1s as ſtout a Souldier as treads on En- 
glih ground, and hath done very good fervice both in Eng/and, 
and reducing the Iſland of Fer/ey, 1 could adviie Colonel /1a- 

ſou to be careful of fighting for the Army , when chis fellow 

fights for the Parliament, leſt he fall into his clutches, 

4. Sarjeant 7art/er, his wife, and ſeveral poor ſmall children 
are turned out of Crgx:i/c Caftle, and he not permitted to be 
a private ſouldier there, although he petitioned it, for no other 
reaſon that ever I heard, bur b2cauie he was Captain Yardleys 
ſervant, and he loved him;and becauſe Colonel 21:/or was in- 
formed his wife was a {co:d, This Barr/et had been an old ſoul- 
dier, and adventured his life in E-g/and ſeveral times, and in 
reducin2 the I{land of F*r/ey, | 

5. 1 come to his dealings with my ſelf, with whom he begun 
| and ended his bloody pranks in Je7/ey, he had nor been many 
dayes in the I{land, bur Enſi;ne Merch, Humphrey Bennet , 
Thomas Cooch, and William Bro ford (as I am credibly inform- 
ed ) went to him, acquainted him that 1 was a great hinder- 
ance to the increaſe of the Anabapriſls in the Iland , being 
of another judgement, and petitioned he would remove me , 
to whom he replied, the Parliament intended to remove no 
Officer for his judsement, bur if they could find any Articles 
a-ain(t me (the old rrick to out hone(t men) it might eafily be 
effected, they ſaid they would diligently enquire, and doubr- 
ed not toaccompliſh their ends. 1 perceiving a conſanc 
cloud in his countenance, reſolved to cloſe with the firſt op- 
portunity , to enquire of his intenrions concerning me,which 
I did, Fly the 26. I acquainted him that upon the Articles of 
matriage, I was to remove with my family to keep houſe , Sep- 
rember the 4. next followinz,and that Caprain Yar.'/ey had pro- 
miſed me conveni-nt lodgings in Orgar/e Calile , bur fince he 
had laid down his Commiſion , I requelted I michr have the 
Deanes Lodgings in Elizabeih Caſtle, which properly belong 
co the Chaplain, I informed him hoy faithful I had been co m

truſt, and'painful in my place ; he replyed that the Lord Fleet» 
wood was informed by the good people of the Iſland, thar I 
was very unfit for the place of Chaplain there , I requeſted him 
to adviſe me what way I might take to clear my innocency , 
and vindicate my ſelf from what aſperſions were caſt upon me, 
he told me he onely came over to ſee how affaires were , and 
had not ſo much power as to call a Coutt Marſhall,bur beiteved 
that upon his report of the affairs of the Iſland; . Commiſſi- 
oners would be appointed to examine'ſuch matters, and 
that—upon their report at Londor, things would be- ordered ac- 
cordingly , I defired his advice whether it were not conve- 
nient for me to draw up a Teſtimonial , and to try at the heads 
of the Companies the next muſter day , who would fign it, for 
I aſſured him I was confident thar all « & Officers and (ouldiers, 
excepting five or fix of his judsement would give ample refti- 
mony of my do&rine and converſation-to my advantage,he re- 
plied that it was alo;ether too oltentatious , and believed it 
would not be advantagious at all, | | 
To cruſh this defigne of my teſtimonial , a Petition is ſpee- 
dily drawn up by Colonel Hafons advice,and privity, to be pre- 
ſented to him ro requeſt him to procure Mr, Geſno/d to be their 
Chaplain, Job» Bay/y, Goodman Barckes, and Blethin the 
Schoolmaſter go about for hands to it, relling the Tflanders and 
ſouldiers, that except they ſubſcribed, they ſhould be forbid:{en 
to come to hear him preach, they ſhould loſe Colonel Maſons 
favour, and be caſheered out of their places, theſe baits rerrifed 
'many to ſubſcribe, 1 never ſay ic, nor could procure a-C oy of 
xc, I onely heard the beginnin2, which was in rheſe termes. 
Whereas we have bzen kdin darkneſs and hell, &c, which I 
wondered any one dutit figne i ho had any conſcience,l haying 
not been abſent our of the I{lind three moneths in aIm»{{ three 
years, havin2 preached when I wes refident for the mot three 
rimes every week, and foure rines every fourth week.2hd pub- 
lickly declared, that if any one were unlatisfied iv any, thing 
they heard me preach,they mizhr freely come every /hxſd.z1 
after Lecure,and I would endeavour to give them ſatisfaRtion. 
Alltheſe are the becinnin2s of ſorrows, 
This Generation wanting witneſſ:s to ſwear to ſonerhing 
materual azainſt me, contrive a way to-ſeduce my tervant bn 
Miller. 
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Miller from me, whom Captain Taraley had muſtered in his 
Company ofFoor, to this end Aﬀeeches agents perſivade him to 
come to Orgmile Caſtle, and do his dury himſelf, that he was 
none of my tervant, bur a fouldier,and eech himſelf promitfes 
him, chac it he would come from me, he ſhould never waar , 
theſe allurements ſo prevailed with him (being a runnagate 
(having run from his Maſter where he was an Apprentice three 
times) and a bloody, curling, debauched , —_ ſwearing 
boy, having been like/1o kill Caprain Swazs children ſeveral 
times, eſpecially once having Rruck the breath out of his 
youngeſt ſon 7/1//;ams body by a paire of bellows which he vio- 
lently threw at him) that on Monday, Auguſt the 15. heran 
aivay from me, although Captain Sa», my ſelf, and wife in- 
created him to ſay, he was (o uncivil in his carriage to My wife, 
chat when ſhe came up co me, lhe looked as if ſhe would have 
ſwounded, and told me, he had done her more hurt chen ever 
he was able to do her good, he left his breeches and doubler, 
and ſome other rags behinde him, which ir ſeems was done by 
advice and premeditation, for he told one as he went to 
che Ton, that he was adviſed, that ifhe did leave his cloaths 
behince him, his Maſter could nor recover what he owed him , 
nor any of his pay which was due to him : next day I went to 
Colonel 1aſo,,nhom I defired to ſend home my hiced ſer- 
vant , or ſecure the money he owed me, but he gave me very 
uncivil language, unkit to expreſſe,took my ſervant from me, 
ſenc him ro do his duty at Orgaile Caſtle, deny'd ro pay the 
money [I had laid our of my purſe for him , ſtop. all his' pay 
which was due to me in eeches hands to encourage and main- 
raine this runaway , charged me to prepare to go for England 
when the Convoy came, I told him that I was not afraid nor 
aſhamed co go thither,bur intended co Ray cill I could leave my 
wife ig a ſecure condition, ſhe drawing neer the time of her 
appointed ſorrows ; when I cold him with tears in my eyes, hoy 
uncivil my ſervant had been to her , how much dejeted and 
weak ſhe was , and bow afraid I was hisill-favouted carriage, 
and other circumſtances would go near to bring her to her 
' grave, he jeercd at ir,end laughed me to ſcorn, ; 
Bur alas what precedes is bur a flea-biring to the fury which

Garnzey or the way of France, and 1f he would not take my 
engagement, I offered to procure ſecurity of the beſt in the 
Wland in five hundred or a thoujand pounds bond for 
my. appearance there; that the winde could nor car- 
ry them to any Port of Exsland, but they mult co to Saint 
Mals's in France,thcrefore I hoped to be in E-9/and as ſoone 
as he, he told me he durſt not l:ave me in the lfland with fecu-

aboard who mult go, about twelve that night we ſet ſaile , ar- 
rived at St. ſals*s in France about the ſame houre the next. 
day, ſtaidrill T#eſday fillowinz, ſer ſail, and came to. Portſ- 
month Thurſday, 1 conceiving my ſeli to be a p:iloner , went 
up to Colonel /1zſoz, and asked him what he would com nand

THE Lotid Fleetwood having read it , according to his con- 
ſtanr cuſtome gave me ſweet words,and asked me whether 
there were any Articles againſt me, I replyed, I knew not what 
Colonel faſon would objeR, bur was certain, 7 was free from 
any crime which might forfeic. my Commiſſion ; in a day or 
two Colonel Maſon ſhewed a papcr to him, and Mr,walter 
Strickss to whom he beſpattered me as well as he could, I made 
a friend to the Secretary to have had a copy of ic,but could ne- 
ver obrain it, ir ſeemed he durſt not adventure ſo precious a 
Jewel our of his own pofleſſion. 7 went to the Lord Flee:- 
»oed again to petition for a ſpeedy tryal,he direted me to goe 
ro D.Cartaret, who adviced me to let it fall to the ground , he 
conceiving it impoſſible to procure my Commiſſion - renewed 
whiles Colonel Aaſoroppoſed it, this advice being backed by 
many other eminent friends, who. aſſured me- that the Lord 
Fleetwood and Colonel Maſon were all one, and that it was 
the Anabapriſts deſign ro caſheere all out of the Army who 
were not of their Judgement, eſpecially the Chap laines, and 
that if with much induftry I procured my-ceammiſho n renewed, 
I ſhould live a moſt helliſh life under a Goveinour-gwho hated 
me z 
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me,ſo prevailed, that I went ro Colonel Maſon, and told him . 
I would not return to Jerſey , bur decline ſoliciting after my 
place,but withal requeſted him ſeveral crimes to give me a copy 
of the charge againſt me, or let me ſee ic, either ro pay me the 
moneths pay due to meas Chaplain,out of an hundred and fix- 
ty pounds of Colonel G:bboxs he keeps in his hands, or to pay 
me what pay was received for my man which is my own, and 
the debt he ows me;all which amount to ;neer twenty pounds, 
or to tend me ſome moneys upon my bill co repay ir, I having 
been long in Town, living at great charges, and being then in 
oreat Want of money,bur he abſolutely refuſed all theſe. 

To return and mind your Honour of my poor wite, . from 
whom I was ſo ſuddenly ſnatched as before, the ſorrowed ſadly 
at my departure,and no marvel, conſidering what ſhe had heard 
of the malicious defires and intentions of my enemies towards 
me ; two days after I was gone ſhee fell into Travel, was deli- 
vered, bur the bitrerneſs of her throwes being ſeconded with 
the frequent conſideration of What the had heard concerning 
' me,ſo affiiged her,that ſhe fel into a Giftrated condition, (till 
crying out, Colonel Maſer hath carryed my poor husband up 
to London to han2s him ; theſe pains and ſorrows within a. 
fortnight brought her ſo weak, thar ſhe expected death every 
moment, and ſome of her laſt words were theſe to ſeveral per- 
ſons of quality who came to viſit her, Colonel afor hath bro- 
ken my heart,and is the only cauſe of my death. Thus ſhee. 
dyed, or rather was murthered by that man of blood, for 'ris 
well known, ſhe was before he came into rhe Iſland, as cheer- 
full, hearty,an4J as likely to hve as ever any one was in her con- 
dition. 

Right Honourable, do not theſe things affe& your heart, at 
the writing of which my heart bleeds,and my eyes weep ; 7 he 
voice of my wives blood cryes unto the Lord ani to you from the 
gromd for Fuſtice, 'Tisnor my Judgement alone, but all who 
kneiv the paſſages, perſon an place, and have heard this tory 
truly rel:red,thit her bloo4 lies ar his door , and I confidently 
believe thr word will bz accomplithed on hi or his, Gez.9.6. 
Wh: fo 'ed 'e: mani blood by man ſhall his blond be ſhed, Once 
more, rhe blooiwrhiriiy cenerition of Anabaptiſts were not 
ſatisfied with my being ca;ried like a criminal out of the Iſland 

( chough - 
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{ though for no reaſon I kndw yer, but -þecauſe I am not of thax 
periwation) and with the death of . my dear wife; bur they brag 
among themſelves , and conclude,that queſitonleſs 1 am either 
priſoner here at London, or banjthed,, or filznced -for ever 
preaching in Eng /azd,and yet 'tis.well known ( bleſſed be the 
Lord who hath Kill raited me friends) that I have preached 
Publickly in as large and leagned Churches as are in this City, 
and am elected by a unanimous Veltty ro be Miniſter where 
there is a comforrable ſubtitience within cwenty miles of ir, bur 
no marvel thatthey ſpeak rhus of me who amalive,who-derided, 
laughed and ſcoffed at the innocent creature my wife when ſhe 
was dead and-butied. Butlerthem take heed, leſt 7 heir miſ- 
chief retwra upen their own heads, andtheir violent dealings come 
dewn-ugon their own pates, Plal.7.16. : 

By theſe ſhorr palaces your Honour may perceive I am rob- 

bed of my. credit, livelihood and wife { as hopefull, religious 
and vertuous, young Gentlewoman as lived in that I{)and, at 
whoſe burial as I am informed from-thence there were more 
weeping eyes th:nihad been een on that occaſion ſeven years 
before, in a word, of all that is dear and near unto me ; what 
remains bur that they rake away my life alſo, and the lives 
'of my Poor babes, which queftionleſs they would maſſacre as 
greedily as they have their mother, were we at their mercy, 
Good Lord ! What would become of rhe poor Miniſters, and 
all cheupright ones 1n the Nations, ſhould this generation long 
rule over us, whoſe render mercies are cruelty, 

I ſhall cloſe up the (2d relation of my own ſufferings with a 
paſſage of a Gentleman of very great quality to an Officer 
here in Londen concerning my wives death. 

Preſent my kind love ro Mr. A;to,and if he have not heard 
of 1t before, acquainr him that his wife 1s dead, bur manayve che 

buſineſs with all the diſcretion you can : I cannot bur think that 
the juſt God will require her blood at the hands of rhoſe who 
would not ſuffer her husband to ftay with her : I heard ſhe was 
delivered,but never injoyed her ſelt, 

Have pity upon me, have pity upon me,O ye my friends, for the 
han! of God hath touched me, Job. 19,21. 

Thus farre of Colonel HH afons ations an leſs then two 

moneths in the Iſland of Jerſey, 
I 
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ſhall crave leave to mind your Honour of what he acted 
in London, 

1. Mr, William Sewtona Chichkfer Gentleman, very well 
known 1n that place , and to teveral M:mbers of Parlizment 
ro be a godly, honeſt, religious, and iober peiton, ingzged for 
the Parliament from .the beginning of the Wars, io: whoſe 
ſervice he hath ſer out rhree Dragooners, and a great hozie, 
and lent a conficerable ſum of money, as will appear by his 
publick biils yer untatisfied, and loft a very creat eſtate at ſea 
by the enemies of the Common-wealth ; yet Colonel Maſon 
diſmiſſes him of his place of Commiſſary and provoſt Ma: ſhal 
in /er/ez, which he had diligently and faithfully diſcharged, and 
would not ſiiffer him to co over to perre&t his accounts unrcill 
he wenr thiche: hunſelf, which is likely to prove very much 
ro his damage : he put one '/ homas Cooch into his place 
Mr. Sowtors Deputy to gratifie him for his intended perjury 
azainlt me( as will appear hereafter) and all this he did by hig 
own fole power , without any order at all , for no cauſe thar 
ever I heard, but becauſe Mr. Sowroz went not over with him 
mto Jerſey, although he was at Portſmewth ro have waited on 
him at his punRual appointed time, but Colonel Maſon was 
2one before he came thither, | 

2. He diſmiſſes Mr. Robert Sidney, Corporal of the Horſe , 
who had advencured his :ife in England, Scotland , Irelazd, 
and reducing the Iſland of Jerſey inthe capacities of Captain 
of Foot,and Corner of horſe, had loſt a confiderable e(tate in 
the rebellion of re/and , a Gentleman beloved by all Officers, 
Souldiers and others who knew him, being as civil, conrteous , 
loving and ſiveet diſpofitioned Perſon as treads upon the eatrh, 
of a {tri& and unblamable converſation, a conſtant obſerver 
of his duty, who had conrinued in ferſey aboye ſeven years 
after ir was reduced ( which 7 believe no Officer ;beſides 
himſelf did) his horſe being old and unfit fer the States ſer- 
vice, he fold him by the Governors order,” and. by the (ame 
order came over to buy another,and to diſpatch ſome othet oc- 
caſfions he had, the Lord vifited hum with ſo ſore a fickneſs 
that he was generally ſuppoſed a dead man, he was newly re- 
covered when Colonel Maſon went over Governour into Fer> 
fey, of whom he requeſted leave oy Ray till che ——— 
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difpatch his buſineſs, which his fickneſs had: hindered, which 
he granted, bur upon his return , he addreſſing himſelf to 
know his Commands , he plainly told him he was reſpited 
the Muſter Roules for abſence, and thac another was. put in 
his place, although Corporal S:{ze urged chat his ſickneſs pur 
him in an abſolute incapacity of returning; ſooner, znd that he 
had both his on and his Predeceflors leave, Colonel Gibbon 
to (tay ſo long, yet'there was no remedy bur out he muſt, 
Corporal $:4zey perceiving ir in vain to cont<lt with ſo migh- 
ry 2 man at tharx time, deſired his pay , of which ſum he 
oaye him a clear and punctual account, norwithaltanding which 
one Ladizgtona brother of his profethion, whom he ſent 0- 
ver as Enhgn into 7erſey, andintrufted with tive :oncths pay 
for the Garriſon, cheats him of a monerths pay, which he puts 
into his own pocket, in which Colonel 1a/oz hath ſo much: 
incourazed him that Corporal $:4zey hicherro hath not had one 
farthing refunded, althouzh he hath cleared the 1macter , and 
petirioned Colonel © aſon ſeveral times for Juſtice : more- 
over Colonel aſer refuſed to pay him his due, unleſs he 
went to WincheFter for it, which he was forced to do, and to 
hire a horſe, which with his charges in that journey amounted 
to neer fifty ihillings, Colonel Maſon promiſed to confider 
his extraordinary charges,by every ones contributing according 
ro what money he received which J urged, and according 
ro my proportion of forty fix pounds, lefr five ſhillings in 
his hands to- that P > ms which hz kept in his own hands , 
and never allowed Corporal $:4zey, nor the reſt ingaged in that 
Jorney any  confideration-at all, The Lord Fleetwood hath 
ſent 1nto this honeſt and wofthy Gentlemans place one of 
Colonel Maſons Judgement , oB whom I have received this 
information; that he is the moſt debauched perſon that ever 
came into the Iſland, being almoſt every day drunk : In one 
of his fits of. drunkenneſs he drey his knife againit one of rhe 
beſt Gentlemen in the Iſland, and ſwore by the Lo:d God he 
would ftab-him : In another. fit he was ſo ſawcy char Miter 
Georfe Pinſon was farced togive him due correction , which I 
hzar he did with:ſuch diſcretion, that the _entleman retired 
himfelf, and kept out of company ſeveral dayes. 

. 3. Although he had;/promiled Mr. #i/1:anr: $942 to allilt his 
fends at Loyden in| procuring his Commiſion of Quarter- 


maſter 
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maſter renewed, yet when he came thicher , he was the on- 
ly hinderer of it , ſcandalizing him co his friends and kind- 
dred,and beſpattering him with ſeveral Articles ( which with 
his anſwer I intend God willing co make publick ) This 
Gentleman hath been engaged from the beginning of the 
Wars in the Offices of Captain Lieutenant of Foot, Captain 
both of Horſe and Foot at the ſame time, Gavernour of 
A chcliſſe Fort , and Deputy Governor of Devey Caflle: in all 
which places he hath carried himſelf fairhfully ro the truſt re- 
poſed in him,& more particularly in the latt,being the only diſ- 
coverer of that conſiderable and great plot againſt Dover 
Caftle ; he having a Commiſſion ſent him from the King to be 
Governour of it, which he ſpeedily brought up to Lendoy, and 
was Promiſed a gratuity by the Lord General , which he very 
well deſerved, bur never yer received any ; He loſt all his 
o00ds ( his family being taken by the Hollanders in the wars } 
ro the value of three hundred pounds at leaſt. How faithfull 
he hath been in Jer/ey, and how generally beloved and re- 
ſpeed, all men there know. Norwithitanding all his good 
ſervice and great ſufferings , Colonel Maſon ( not Fatisfied 
with the innocent blood of his eldeſt davghter, Mrs. Bridget 
Aſhron, whom he hath moſt barbarouſly murthered, asI have 
before related, which hath almoſt brought both him and his 
poot weak aged wife to their graves with ſorrow) that he might 
ruine Captain Swa-, and his family, and break his wifes heart 
as he did mine, ſent for him over, and had undoubtedly outed 
him,as he did the reſt by his arbitrary ſole power, and ( as 'tis 
reported)procured his place for Mr. Francis Cartaret common- 
ly called Captain, had the Army been able to perſiſt in their 
late defegtion. From ſuch cruei blood-thirfty perſons 200d 
Lord deliver us. O /ct the wickedneſs of the wicked come to 
an end,but eſtabliſh the juſt , for the 11g hteous God trieth the hearts 
and reins, Pal. 7.9. © | 
Colonel Maſon having been ſo great a Periecutor of thoſe 
who have adventured their lives and fortunes in the ſervice of 
the Common-wealth, ir cannot be expe&ed he ſhould be a 
oreater favourer of the publick body, then he harh been of the 
Members of it - His ſpirit hath ſufficiently appeared fince the 


laſt interruption of the Parliament in theſe particulars, 
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1. He conſtantly ſate among the Councel of Officers at 
White- Hall and Wall:ngford houſe in oppoſition to the: Parlia- 
ment, and was accounted by all I met with a moſt active 'in- 
firument in perſwading the Lord Flcetwood'to continue to. the 
laſt whar he had begun, being not only exceedingly intimate 
with him, bur the moſt rigid and rigorous: Anabapriſt in all the 
Army, £7 
>-He was appoiunted by the Committee of Safery,one of the 
Commiſſioners for regulating the M1/:rza of Weftminſter, for 
the Army againſt the Parliament, 1n which I believe it will ap- 
pear upon examination and enquiry he was ſufficiently active, 


_ 3. His hand 1g ar all or moſt of the papers. ſent to the ſeveral. 


Regiments to move them to engage for the Army againſt the 
Pariiament. 

4. He ſent Letters to Jerſey and Garnzey (Colonel Bing ham's 
command) by which he procured the ſubſcriptions of the Of- 
ficers and Souldiers in both Iſlands , for the Army again(t the 
Parliament , trepanning many honeſt hearted and true friends 
to the Common-wealth, who knew no more of afaires in Ez- 
£1and then he wric in his miſ- info; ming lerters.. 

5- He abjured the Parliaments Commilſion tigned by your 
Honour, and received Commiſſions for himſelf and his new 
Officers in Jerſey from the late Lieutenant General Fleerwood, 
which he hath carried over with him, and I am bold to affirme, 
he would,it he durſt, keep that Iſland for the Army againſt rhe 
Parliament, bur I believe he will not adventure to doit, being 
a man of ſmall courage-and valour. 

Lafily, your honour may a little judce. of Colonel 17aſors 
diſpoſition and temper by the principles and abominabie practi- 
ſes of his chief favourites, which I ſhall briefly lay befoxe you. 

Firſt, they who. came over with him out of Eng /and were, 

I, Mr. John Goſnold, a Batchelor of Arts of Cambridge,rebap- 
tiſed abour ſeven years before, Teacher to a people contiting 
of about fix-ſcore neer Smithfield, this was as his Chaplain , or 
ghoſtly Father, his chieffavourite, one who ſeldome had the 
Tobaccho-pipe out of his mouth, except he were eating, drink- 
ing, riding, praying, or preaching, he gave out that himſelf was 
ſome great one, and ſeemed to be ſomewhat, he brought over 
ſome pocket Sermons wih him,which as ſoon as he had Fer 
ec

ed, he was extreamly weary of the Ifland, and earneſt to be in 
Ergland,and that he might ſhifc off preaching deſigned to take 
a voyage to Malo's in France (as he called ic )bur was prevent- 
ed by the ſpeedy arrival of the Convoy which carried us away : 
although I perceived by his diſcourſe that it was his judgement 
not to hear any one preach except he were of his perſivaſion , 
yet I found by his own preaching,that he had read the Sermons 
of others, and got them without book, the heads and illutirari- 
ons of his ftrit Sermon at E/;zabe:h Caſtle on Phil.1.27, Onely, 
let your conver{ation be as becometh the Goſpel of Chriſt, I found 
when I'was on board the Kerr Frigot in Mr, Burroughs his Trea- 
tife on thnr Text, entituled Goſpel Converſation, The heads and 
illuſtrations of his ſix Sermons preached in St. H:illaries Town 
are known very well co be ftollen our of Mr. Loves fifteene 
Sermons on the ſame Text, being 2 Pet.1.10. Wherefore the ra- 
ther brethren, grve diligence to make y our calling and elettion ſure, 
By theſe 1 2uefle where the reft were ſtollen, icannot ſay but 
he added many excravazant expretlions of his own,I know(raid 
he) a thouſand ſouls in hell,who have been brought thicher by 
the evil example of others. I hope he was never there,although . 
he affirmed rhe matcer upon his certain knowledge, I omit the 
reſt tor brevity ſake : he had an excellent faculty in condemn- 
ing his adverſartes to the rorments of the bottomleſſe pit, pa- 
ving hell with Priefts (culls,ſencencing Sir G-orge Boothe, & his 
Countrey-men to do die without mercy, and palliating the a- 
bominations of his brethren with the candid Characters of in- 
firmities and flips. Bur I leave him. 

2. Mr. Thomas Peanil Sur2ion tothe Garriſon , the Officers 
had intruſted him, and ſent him over into En9/and upon -their 
charges to preſent their Addreſle and Declaration to the Par- 
liamenr, but (as I conceive ) Colonel 1afor intending to out 
the moſt of the Officers who ſubſcribed ic, as hath appeared 
fince,would not ſuffer it to be preſeKnted, ro thatend they rwo 
jugeled rocether to ſuppreſs 1c, which appears hy their contrary 
ſtories, Mr. Pexzeltold us in J-r'ey, that Colonel Maſon had 
forgotten to preſent it, bur he mindinz him of it as they were 
goins down in the Coach, Colonel Maſon fent it ro the Lord 
Fleetwood by an Officer who vas goin; to Londos , and Colonel 
Maſon told me he delivered it ro Mr, Pezrne! at his fit being 
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'10 Longer to preſent it with hisown hands, however between 


them two it was never delivered. As tothe principles of Mr. 
Pennels religion , Tam apt to believe they are uncertain, he's a 


Presbyterian in che morning, an Independent at noon, an E- 


piſcopal man in the evening, and at midnight a Quaker , asto 


his education and converſation , he was an- Apprentice to a 


Chirurgion in Germany,thence he went into Scor/and, where he 
praRiced therprofeſſion of a Barber-Chirurgion , there he 1n- 


'veigled the Gentlewoman he lives with, he carried her from 


place to place, at laſt to Lozdov, where he practiſed rhe Barber 
and Tooth-drawer, and ſer up Bills to cure ſeveral diſeaſes, at. 
laſt procured a commiſſion to be Chirurgion in fer/ey , where- 
upon he lefc tis reputed wife in 2 moſt miſerable poor condi: 
tion in Lozdez, likely to be ſtarved, his former carriage had 
made her diftraced tyo or three times before that ; he came 
into Ferſcy, talked much of Chirurgery and Phytick, and yer 
he is neither Anaromiſt, Ghymiſt, Herbaliſt, no: LactiniR,by his 
faire ſpeeches he crept into the Officers favour , he remo- 
ved his family into Jerſey, for which he provides moſt miſe- 
rably, he abuſes, kicks and pinches his reputed wife , as civil 
and good a Gentlewoman as lives , he haunts Taverns and 
Tipling houſes day and night, 1s a common curſer, a common 
drunkatrd, a common ſwearer (for which I have ofcen reproved 
him)and ſome in Loxdoz: have ſaid they can prove he*s a whore- 
maſter, he hath uſed his Apprentice, Mr. Robert Horton liker a 
do? then a Chrittian, not allowing him either meat, drink or 
cloathes convenient , although he had a conſiderable ſumme of 
money with him, more-over at Mr. Perxells coming. out of 
Jerſey laſt, he went abour to procure ſubſcriptions from ſeveral 
perſons again(t the young Gentleman, and took the hand of 
Edmund his other Apprentice, hopeing( as he ſaid himſelf) to 
prove a forfeiture of his Indencures,and ro recover a hundred 
pounds from his farher : h@þath abuſed his belt friends, to in- 


ſtance in the worſhipful Captain R:ichard Yardley, whoout of 


meer Chriſtian charity, conſidering his great charge , had mu- 
ered one of his meu in the party of Horſe, and done him all 
che favours imaginable , yer thz beſt language h2 bad for him 
when he came into Jerſey with Colonel Maſon was , Yardley is 


out, he will never be any thing again, Colonel aſe: _ 
abide 
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abide him, will not let him come near him, I betieve he will be 
ſequeſtred, and the like, Once more Mr. Pere! hath told ſe- 
veral perſons'of quality near Londor, that he was never martied 
to the Gentlewoman by whom he hath foure children now li- 
ving, and that ſhe is none of his wife, bur his whore.
